She left 
the straits and anchored at the island of 
Navria. 


The British battle 
cruiser Inflexible, 
which was hit on the bov,- by shells, also 
steamed out of the straits, convoyed by 
two cruisers. A shell which exploded on 
her deck is reported to nave killedfforty 
men and wounded many otheiis. 
One

Washington, March 20.—The greatest 
cotton crop ever produced in the United 
States was growTi in 1914. 


Census bureau statistics issued today,

place the 1914 crop as a record with 
16,102,143 bales of 500 pounds each. 
That is 409,442 bales or 204,721,000 
pounds more than produced in the great 
crop of 1911. 


While the crop was a record one, the 
only states to make new records in pro- 
duction were Alabama, Louisiana and 
Oklahoma, the remaining cotton growing 
states coming close to their record pro 
duction figures. 


A feature of the crop was the great 
ly increased production in California an<l 
Arizona, two states where tho cotton 
growing industry is in its infancy, a^d 
where .a superior quality of the staple is 
raised. 
California's production amoimt-

to 
49,835 bales 
or 
24,917,500 
pounds while Arizona's crop.was 7,142 
bales or 3,571,000 poimds.

Nevertheless, reports 
from Turkish

Tlie report of the-British admiralty 
giving news of the sinking of three bat- 
tleships, two British and one French, is 
rather hazy as to the»results achieved 
by this sacrifice and it gives Aveight to 
the growing belief that the straits Avill 
not be won until the naval operations 
are supported bj^ effective landing forces. 
The bombardment of Iriday was inter-

Although Turkish reports 
minimize 
the bombardment and declare that Con- 
stantinople is not afraid, intelligence 
received from other near eastern points 
sets forth that 
negotiations 
already 
have been begim with the American em- 
bassy to act as an .intermediary to save 
the Ottoman capital from the guns of 
the allied warships. 


Rumors of the destruction of the Ger- 
man sea raider li^rlsruhe have received 
some confirmation by the guarded state- 
ment of the British admiralty that there 
is every reason to 
believe that 
this 
cruiser was sunk in the West Indies in 
November. 


Relative inaction along both battle 
fronts in Europe which again seem to 
have relapsed into the condition of siege 
warfare which prevailed during the win- 
ter. Austrian reports by way of Berlin 
claim that the Russian offensive move- 
ment in the Carpathians through the 
Lupkow pass ha« resulted in failure, but 
direct reports from both Vienna and 
iPetrograd agree that Austrians as well 


as Russians are making attacks and^ 
counter-attacks in the Carpathians with-' 
out any decisive results.

The Germans still are bomhardittt 
Ossowetz without sueces8> according to 
the Russians, who claim to have , de- 
stroyed the advanced trenches of their 
anta^nists. 
Neither side reports any 
important actions on the western front 
during the past Week. 


HARD BLOW FOR ALLIES. 


Forts 
and 
Mines Cripple 
Attacking 
Fleet Badly. 


London, March 20.—The British bat- 
tleships Irresistible and the Ocean and 
the 
French 
battleship 
Bouvet 
were 
blown up by floating mines while en^ 
gaged with the remainder of the allies' 
fleet in attacking the fort in the nar- 
rows of the Dardacslles Thursday. 


The crews of the two British ships 
were virtually all saved, having been 
transferred to other ships under a hot 
fire, but an internal explosion took place 
on board the Bouvet 
after she had 
fouled the mine and most of her crew 
was lost. 
The 
Bouvet sank 
within 
three minutes of the time that she hit 
the mhie. 


The waters in which the ships were 
lost had been swept of mines, hut the 
British admiralty asserts that the Turks 
and thc^Germans set floating contain- 
ers of explosives adrift, and these were 
carried down by the current onto the 
allied ships gathered inside the entrance 
of the straits. 


All the ships that were sunk were old 
ones, the Bouvet having been completed 
nearlv 20 years ago and the Ocean and 
Irresistible'in 1S98. 
They were very 
useful, however, for. the woi:k in which 
they were engaged in the Dardanelles. 


The sunken British ships are being 
replaced by the battleships Queen and 
Implacable, vessels of a similar type. 
They are said to have started some time 
ago for near eastern waters in anticipa- 
tion of just such losses as have now oc- 
curred. 


Two other ships engaged in the fight- 
ing, the British battle cruiser Inflex- 
ible and^he French battleship Gauloi?, 
were hit-by shells and damaged.

British casualties, 
according 
to 
the 
British official report, "were not heavy, 
considering the scalo of the operations."

lectors have no authority to give such 
permission. It is their duty to see that 
the law is enforced and investigate any 
report of its violation.

Collector McLaughlin in the hall as he 
was going to his office. The hall Vas 
dark and McLaughlin did not know 
what the man would attempt. He want- 
ed "dope" and he wanted it badly. 


"Are you McLaughlin,- the 
revenue 
collector?" he asked. 


McLa^hlin replied that he was only 
the janitor and that McLaughlin was 
out ami would not be back any more 
that evening. 


"Well, I want to see McLaugWin," ho 
said. "I want some 'dope' and I've got 
to have it; that's all there is to it." 


McLaughlin did not stop to argue the 
question. 
Similar appeals have been 
made to druggist« and physicians. 
Law Is Explained. 
According to a. recent treasury deci- 
sion which has ji*t been received at the 
revenue office a physician or dentist 
who administers minute quantities of 
drugs coming within the scope of the 
Harrison act, in his office may. keep a 
record of the date when a stoiik aolution 
is made and the date when such stock 
solution is exhausted without keying a 
record of the name and addrna of each, 
patient to whom aueh drugs are admin- 
istered. The plui will be allowed, how- 
ever, only in case of thoee physicians 
and dentists who use minute quantities 
of these drugs, such as oculiate, auriats 
and other specialists, but where a physi- 
yf cian engaged in a general practice other- 
wise administers such drugs it will bè 
necessary for him to kfèp a record of 
the name and address of the patient^ of 
all dniga dispensed, distributed, or ad- 
ministered in his office, and of such 
drugs left with a patient to \ be taken 
in his absence. ^Only auch dri^ aa are 
personally adminiiterid by m (ihyaician 
to a patient when awav froA hie bffioe 
are exempt frt>m rteord.

(Jliicago, and since she has been in Ix)- 
anda, Africa, she has -«TÌtten many in- 
ter eeting letters to the homeland, tell- 
ing of her experiences in the Avork into 
which she has been called. 


Writes of Her Work. 
For the benefit of the many friends 
of ^Miss Roush here who may not have 
heard from her personally, one of her 
recent letters to Miss Sho\ib is herewith 
reprodxiccd : 


"Dear Friend: 
It is very 
nice in 
many ways to live in the capital city. 
One feature that I enjoy very much is 
the amount of music avc have the year 
A band plays 
in the gardens everj' Tuesday, Thursday : 
and Sundaj'- evening especially for the 
governor, and the rest of us can. also 
enjoy the 
miisic. 
They 
play 
many 
French pieces of nniste. 
Then, the gar- 
den being on one hill and oiu- home on 
another, Ave can hear very well without 
going out of our rooms. 
The Portu 
guese name for a public park is "gar 
den." 
There are four or five of these 
gardens or parks in the city, and they 
are full of tropical plants, with 
just 
paths on which t o walk, a grandstand 
for the band, and a few benches here 
and there on which the soldiers sit to 
listen to the music. The Portuguese la 
dies do not go out a great deal, and as 
most of their homes are on hills also, 
thev stay at home and enjoy the music, 
Then, too, it is not Portugiiese etiquette 
for Portuguese yoimg ladies to appear 
on the street even in the daytime alone 
They usually go in carriages accompa 
nied by their father and mother when 
they go to call. 


'•We receive 
mail three 
times per 
month from home, and can send letters 
to the United States as often. Besid 
this we get mail from the east coast of 
Africa, 
China, 
etc., three times per 
month. 
Always 
along the first and 
middle of the month wo have a number 
of large vessels lying in the Jiarbor at 
the same time. 
At present there are 
two mail boats from the north, one from 
the south and another coast boat that 
brings mail from cities along the north- 
ern coast of Africa and the Congo, and 
also a 
German 
gunboat. 
An English 
steamer comes along occasionally. We 
are expecting an English boat soon, on 
which I hope to receive my long-delayed 
box. By standing on our upper veranda 
and using 
field 
glasses 
one can look 
across the city and Avatch the flags that 
are run up a flag pole and by the shapes 
of the flags, which are usually square or 
triangle, and by the number, one can tell 
the kind of boat that is in the harbor; 
for instànce, if it is the Portuguese 
mail boat from the north bringing us 
letters from home, one sees two squaren 
and one triangle, etc. You see I am 
gaining a little knowledge by living for 
the first time in a seaport town. 


"Then, too, I am sure you would be 
surprised at the many, many soldiers 
one sees in the city. 
It seems to me 
that except for a very few who are in 
the stores, all the men wear uniforms 
and are soldiers of some certain rank. 
I have learned that the more gold orna- 
ments they wear on their 
coats, the 
higher in ofllìeial rank they are. All of 
the 
captains, 
lieutenants, 
etc., are 
Portuguese. 
But they have the law» 
made so that most all, if not all, of the 
native boys throughout Angola hare to 
serve some time in the army, and so one 
Bces many squads of natives dressed In 
uniforms the shade of the uniform used 
in the war in Cuba, 
with 
bright red 
caps and bare feet. But it is quite well 
that they serve in this way, for durinpf 
their time of service they are compelled 
to go t o a Rovernment schpol here in 
the city and learn to read and write 
Portuguese. 
They say th|it the native 
boys in jthe country do.not like to serre^

"I wish you Avere here to taste all the 
different kinds 
of

These are made by the natiA-es 
in the interior and seldom seen in Loan- 
da—but once in a while, as it happened 
the other day, some natives come to the 
city and play here and there 
in tlie 
streets.. 
The piano is made of gourds, 
and really does not sound 
unlike a 
piano when one is at a distance. 


"With what pleasure I read and ro 
read your last letter. 
It seemed too 
good to be true. I am so glad that you 
(First church) are really going to help 
poor old dark 
Africa. Sometimes it 
seemed to me that all the money goes 
to China, but it wont be all going thero 
noAV, Avill it? I shall give you the very 
brightest and dearest scholarship girl 1 
have. 


"Ana oh, how delighted we all are to 
receive a box. I've ahvays got to give 
a day off to the girls then to play with 
their dollies, for they set them up in 
the windoAvs, and on the table ind 
chairs, wid in every 
possible 
comer, 
Aviiile .they are Avashing dishes, for you 
know the dollies must be near ,them; 
and I just have to have a hawk's eye 
to not let them be sewing a scrap of 
goods for their dollies instead oi doing 
their own mending, so I've decided it's 
far easier for me to just let them have 
oi^e whole day off Avhen they first re- 
ceive their new. dollies. 


"All the goods Avill come in so handy,

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Courageous Work hy Womerii 


TOere is no more revoltinsj phase of the disclosures 
In the Terre Haute election conspiracy trials than that 
wMcli details the outrageous insults heaped upon fine- 
fiOTiieS Terre Haute women who sought to do their part in 
the efiort to bring about cleaner citizenship and cleaner 
' felecSions. With splendid courage they braved the assem- 
blage of thugs and disreputables in the toughest quarters 
of the city on election day, and with the same courageous 
spirit they have taken the witness stand and recounted 
the shameful language, the tamits, the jeers and the vile 
Epithets applied to them by tlie plug-uglies who resented 
any: interference with strong-arm methods in conducting 
elections. 


Nobody will contend for a moment that these women 
were inspired by any desire to gain notoriety, or that they 
enlisted in work of this character from personal choice. 
There was no prospect about it to invite the participation 
of lofty womanhood save the earnest desire to improve 
-conditions in the city which is their home and in which 
thV' are rearing their cliildren. Doubtless strained toler- 
ation of devious election methods had reached the break- 
ing point.

Stockholm, SAveden, ]\Iarch 
20.—The 
most dangerous spy in Europe liaa been 
discovered. 


She is a princess and she has no con- 
nection 
-with 
Berlin. 
Sweden, 
the 
strategic country set between three war- 
ring empires, was tlio scene of her es- 
pionage. 


The arch-spy who directed her waa 
his majesty, the czar of all the Rus- 
sians. 


The king of Sweden was marrying off 
his sons. 
His fevidal family laws re- 
stricted the choice of wives for them. 


Sweden was frankly opposed to wel- 
coming another German princess. 
So 
the king decreed that his second son, 
Willielni, should marry tJie Princess ]Ma- 
rio of Russia and the czar strongly ap- 
proved the union. 


That was five years ago. 
Prince Wilhelm was—and still is—^a 
splendid man, shy, studious and silent. 


Marie of Russia is his exact opposite. 
Her childhood and girlhood were unadul- 
terated drama. 


Daughter of a Russian grand duke, a 
brother of the late Czar Alexander III, 
her father had, in a fit of rage, thrown 
his wife over a banist^, killing her iu- 
etantly. 


For that marital indiscretion he was 
summarily exiled from Petrograd 
to 
Pari». 


His only daughter, Sfarie, was brought 
up by her mother's sister—a grand dame 
of the Russian court. 


Practically fatherless, penniless 
and 
beautiful, Marie of Russia realized that 
her future depended on the good will of 
her cousin, the czar. 


When she was tAventy Nicholas II 
chose to marry her to Prince Wilhelm 
of Sweden. Curiously enough she calm- 
ly accepted. 


Since the last war, 1812-14, Sweden 
has suspected her great neighbors, Ger- 
many, England and Russia. 


For a hundred years the czars have 
coveted Gothenburg, one of Sweden's 
chief ports on the North sea. 


In 1910 Marie of Russia 
took her 
place at the SAvedish court as the wife 
of the king's second son. Her youth, 
beauty and chic presaged her popular- 
ity. 


Presently, gossips added 
that 
the 
Princess Wilhelm spent far too much 
time Avith M. Assonivitchi, the Russian 
military attache. 


The Russian military attache was sus- 
pected and detected in suspicious prox- 
imity to improvement plans 
for 
the 
coast defense monitors. 


The military attache 
resigned 
and 
Prince Wilhelm and his Avife left coiu-fc 
for a tour of Swedish naval stations. 


At one port a boy officer, smitten 


with the prmccMS oeauly, sliowcd a se- 
cret collection of photographs of the 
huge incomplete fortress Avhich, in the 
event of invasion, Avould bo the final 
base for SAvedish military operations. 


The lovely princess quietly carricd off 
the pictures, 


Tlic young officer-confessed his indis- 
cretion to his chief and under orders 
asked that his snapshots be returned. 


"My dear boy," explained ]\Iarie of 
Russia, "I have not got your photo- 
graphs—they are already in* Petrograd." 


Naval commander and boy lieutenant 
waited upon tho minister of the fleet. 
His excellency consulted Prince 
^Vil- 
helm. But both decided that the king 
(then Oscar) Avas too old and too iU 
to be told. 


Time passed. The old king died. Gus- 
tavo V came to the throne. 


In September, 1913, Prince Wilhelm, 
intent on training himself to become 
commander-in-chief 
of

army, assembled in his study data of 
national importance.

Suddenly a document of supreme mili-

A V S S discovered mis- 
placed. 
Consternation overAvhelmed the 
royal brothers. 
Their 
small 
nephew, 
Wilhelm's only son, hastened to reas- 
sure them. Ho had Avatched his mother 
handling that precious paper. 


That night Prince Wilhelm confessed 
all he kncAV to his brother, the king. 


Next day tho Prince and Princess Wil- 
helm left Stockholm for Berlin, the lit- 
tle {)rince remaining in tho 
deserted 
home. 


In Berlin Wilhelm of Sweden began 
divorce preliminaries on the ground that 
their sympathies 
Avere incompatable. 


Prince Wilhelm returned to Stockholm 
Avhere ho lives Avith his only child ab- 
sorbed in the hurried alteration of SAve- 
den's fortresses and plans. 


Princess \\'iilhelm, now Princess 5Ia- 
rie, Avent from Berlin to Paris. Later 
she returned to Berlin, but a week be- 
fore tho war was declared she fled into 
Rirssia.

THE STATE AlfD THE RAILROAD. 


(Grand Rapids News.) 


Proposal of California, or rather of 
Governor Hiram Johnson of California 
backed by Rudolph Spreckels, to buy, 
in the name of the state, a controlling 
intereat in the Western Pacific rail- 
road, gives ground for some very ad- 
vanced 
speculation. 
California 
will 
have to decide a number of important 
questions before it will be ready to take 
the step, or else plunge headlong into 
a gigantic imdertaking in the blind con- 
fidence that the questions will answer 
themselves. 


The Western Pacific is one of the 
Gould lines that recently Avent into re- 
ceivers' hands. 
It is 931 miles long. 
It runs from Salt Lake to Oakland. 
Most of its length is of expensive moun- 
tain construction. 
It is capitalized at 
$150,000,000, slightly above $160,000 a 
mile. The Denver & Rio Grande is own- 
er of two-thirds of the stock, guaran- 
teeing payment of deficits. Under pri- 
vate ownership the road never has paid. 


Governor Johnson's view is that the 
railAvay control can be purchaaed at a 
small margin over the amount of the 
mortgage bonds, which, at the present 
loAV value of rail securities, would be 
cheap. The argument, therefore, is that 
this is the psychological moment to in- 
vest. 


There are questions, however, which 
remain unanswered. Two of these are 
paramount. If the road haa not paid 
under private ownership, how then can 
it be expected to pay under public man- 
agement? 
What would be the attitude 
of Utah and Nevada, through which the 


road operates, toward California con- 
trol? 


These questions form a very material 
stumbling block. 
In 
considering 
the 
first, it is stated as a countering fact, 
that tho road, publicly controlled, could 
be used to force doAvn trans-continental 
rates, a thing which tho opering of the 
Panama canal is apparently failing to 
do. Conjecture alone ansAvers the sec- 
ond. 


At this distance it would seem very 
probable that the possibility of Cali- 
fornia oAvnership of the Western Pa- 
cific is extremely remote, and that when 
public oAvnership of 
interstate 
lines 
ultimately does come, if it does, it Avill 
be through national rather than state 
agency. 


TAXATION OP VOTERS. ^

but of Governor Bnimbaugh, of Penn- 
sylvania. With his indignation against 
the stay-at-home A'Oter everybody Avill 
sympathize, but many Avill hesitate at 
his remedy. It is not the formal cast- 
ing of tho ballot that Ave Avant, but 
intelligent choice of candidates. 
How 
much reason is thero for supposing that 
such choice will be obtained by fining 
a man for not going to the polls? 
Is 
the vote of a person who is induced to 
cast it, not by a desire to exercise his 
privilege, but by an unwillingness to 
lose a dollar,^ worth getting? It cannot 
be assumed that a full vote would al- 
ways mean an anti-boss vote. As things 
are now, abstention from voting is one 
of the most dreaded weapon« of 
the 
party man against his party leaders. 
Compel him to^ go to the polls, and he 
will either vote a blank ballot or the 
usual straight ticket. He cannot bring 
himaelf to make a mark in the enemy's 
party circle, but his loyalty is elastic 
enough to alloAV him to see his party go 
to defeat occasionally by 
default, in 
puniahment for it« alna. It might be 
argued that not the least of our demo- 
<at^t!o .privileges ia the 
prlrile|r<> 
of 
vulking in our tent. Uur political his* 
tory ihowB its effeetiveness.

THE PENNY JITNEY ARRIVES AND IT RUNS 
ANYWHERE—ON SIDEWALK. 


The battle torn decks of the gall ant frigate Essex, at the end of hsr la st brilliant 
fight. 
Captain David Por- 
ter, having lost more than half his men in a fierce fight against two big British ships, orders the colors struck. 


You hear a lot about the exploits of 
the German cruisers, Eitcl Fricdridi and 
Emden, these days. 


But did 3'ou ever hear of the cruise 
of the frigate Essex, of 
tho 
United 
States navy? 


Some terror of the sea was this gal- 
lant American warship! 


The Essex was built in 1799 by the 
people of Salem, Ikiass., who hewed and 
hauled its timbers, donated its 
guns, 
and equipment and presented it, spic 
and span, to Uncle Sara as a sign of 
their devotion. 


Its commandcr waa Captain David 
Porter, a hero of 
the 
United 
StatM 
navy. 
Aboard it, when it sailed from 
tho Delaware river on tlie 28th of Oc- 
tober, 1812, was a crcAV of 254 men and 
one boy eleven years old—a lad des- 
tined to bocome as famous as the Es- 
sex's own commander; David Glasgow 
Farragut. 


Captain Porter sailed with a roving 
commission. 
His intent wafl 
to lure 
British men of war away from tho Uni- 
ted States coast. 


I t took a month to make Port Pray a 
on the north cbaat of Brazil and 
two 
weeks longer to cross tho equator and, 


sight the first hostile sail. 
Tliis prov- 
cd to bo the British packet 
Nocton, 
carrying ten guns, thirty-one men and 
$55,000. 


Porter took the guns, the men and 
the money aboard the Essex and started 
the prize ship homeward. 
It was ill- 
luck tJiat later the British recaptured it. 


On Christmas day, 1812, the Essex 
captured the British schooner Elizabeth' 
and a week later Captain Porter con- 
ceived the daring idea of taking 
his 
ship around the Horn into the Pacific 
ocean, where no Yankee warship hftd 
ever been! 


It w a s no smSU adventure this; for 
the Essex was iiy^size not much larger 
than a fishing smack of today. 


Ship was clcaned and loaded near the 
middle of the south Atlantic and 
on 
January 26, 1813, her prow was headed 
for the Horn. 
It took twenty days to 
get to this southernmost point of land 
on the new world hemisphere and three 
days of desperate battling with stwms 
and monster waves to round it. 


But early in March the Essex 
had 
reached South America's western shore 
and then the fun b ^ a n . 


When Porter 
entered 
this 
region 
twenty-fivo British whalers were drift- 


ing about like swans on a lagoon. Some 
did not know a war was on. 
Others 
never dreamed a lone Yankee war craft 
would darò venture so far from home. 


In among them like a fox among fat 
hens the little frigate darted, seizing, 
despoiling till soon all 
were 
madly 
scurrying for cover. 


Within six months Porter and 
his 
gallant crew 
had caj)ture<l 
fourteen 
ships, gomo with 
rich cargocs, 
many 
larger than his 
own; had 
sent home 
prizes valued at more than $2,000,000. 
had equipped a squadron of four fleet 
auxiliary cruisers and had driven tlie 
flag of Great Britain into hiding along 
the entire west coast. 


Such luck, of coursc, could not last 
England became aroused, rushed over 
some of lier strongest battleships and 
early in the spring of 1814 caught Por 
ter at a disadvantage in the port of 
Valparaiso.

his men were killed or disabled, when 
tho brave captain struck his flag and 
surrendered, earning even from heated 
foes tho tribute of profound respect.

the Associated Press.—German modistes 
and milliners are taking advantage of 
the war and the consequent shortage of 
French clothes and fashiong to further 
the agitation that is now general for 
the creation of 
"German vogue" in 
hats, dresses and other articles of wear- 
ing apparel. 


Berlin is being urged as the future 
"fashion center" in place of Paris, and 
German women are asked to wear only 
such clothes as have been made in Ger- 
many, by Gennans, of German materi- 
als.' Even the men are to be appealed 
to to influence their wives and daughters 
in the right direction. 


In the past, it is declared, the pub- 
lic has not properly supported the handi- 
work of German milliners, even when 
they have turned 
out 
"confections"' 
quite as good as those of their Parisian 
sisters. Women are asked now to turn 
their attention more closely to "home 
talent." 
The milliners, in their turn, 
are urged to pay greater attention to 
variety in styles and tastes. 


The German 
manufacturer, 
it 
is 
claimed, will produce first-class millinery 
just as soon as he is assxired of a mar- 
ket for it. 
Hferetofore he has been dis- 
couraged in this because the German 
women have shown a preference for 
French goods whenever the price was 
approximately on a par with that of 
German things.

Guayaquil, Ecuador, March 
10.—Be- 
fore the Spaniards came to the western 
const of South America, Ecuador was 
inhabited by a nation called the Garas, 
a people similar to the Incag in tlieir 
civilization. But when Pizarro took pos- 
sccaion of the great Inca empire and 
executed its king, he sent one of his 
lieutenants to capture the kingdom of 
Quito, which was accomplished with lit- 
tle difficvtlty. 


Then according to their usual custom, 
tlie Spaniards proceeded to take posses- 
sion of the estates of the inhabitants 
and portioned the land out among them- 
selves, and the province remained un- 
der the same rule as Peru for 
some 
years. 


It afterward Avas tossed back 
and 
forth between New Granada, now Co- 
lumbia, and Peru, and early in 
the 
nineteenth 
century 
began 
to 
move 
toward independence. Tliese efforts met 
witli varying success, 
but finally in 
1830 the constitution of the republic of 
Ecuador wae proclaimed, and haa since 
continued with aa little friction as could 
be expected in a South American coim- 
tiy. 


This constitution is quite liberal, with 
the same rights granted to foreigners as 
to citizens, and is' progressive in it« 
alloAving to women the same rights as 
Ecuadorians, and the free administra- 
tion of their property even when mar- 
ried. 


Foreigners may acquire property, and 
may establish banks under the 
same 
conditions as the natives, and as funds 
set aside for the public debt caimot be 
diverted for other purposes, this must 
serve as a guarantee of public credit. I 


In addition to the usual departments 
of a republic, is the department of pub- 
lic instruction which has control of nil 
publie and private schools, and other 
educational 
institutions. 
Since 
the 
school of fine arts,, conservatory of mu- 
sic, and national library and astronomi- 
cal observatory are mentioned as includ- 
ed as among these, one might conclude 
that Ecuador is a very highly cultured 
nation until reading in the president's 
message that these were founded within 
a verj' few years. Tlie postal, telegraph 
and telephone systems are under the 
supervision of this department, as are 
also matters relating 
to 
agriculture, i 
commerce and general industries.

At Guayaquil, the chief sea 
port, i 
iJiere are two telephone systems with 
400 subscribers, and long distance serv- j 
ice to Quito, the capital. 
The postof- 
fice service is said to be quite efficient 
and well administered, and the postal 
money order system has been installed 
within a year or two, 
'

Ecuador has an estimated area 
of 
llti.OOO square miles, or equal to Now 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware and Maryland combined. Its popu- 
lation of about a million and a half is 
almost wholly near the narrow coast on 
the steep western sides of the Andes. 
The eastern part, being a part of the 
great eastern plain, must be well water- 
ed and fertile, but is little 
explored. 
Tliero are five sea ports. 


Travelers have given this city the 
unenviable reputation 
of being 
"the 
pesthouse of the continent," it having 
frequent and serious epidemics of ma- 
larial and yellow fevers. 


It stands in an im usually bad loca- 
tion among sAvamps afc the mouth of 
a river, but since Havana, Panama, and 
other such places have 'been made hab- 
itable, it seems not impossible that con- 
ditions may bo improved here. Indeed, 
steps have already been taken in this 
direction. 


The government of Peru in 1012 in- 
vited Colonel Gorgas, whose wonderful 
work in the sanitation of the canal zone 
and of Havana has made him famous, 
to come and inspect tho situation in 
Guayaquil and suggest plans for its 
improvement. 
His report caused 
the 
chamber of deputies to authorize a loan 
of $10,000,000 in gold for the work of 
sanitation Avhich is to include a 
new 
sewerage system and modern 
water 
works. 


Quito is also planning for a complete 
sewerage system, under the direction of 
a German Arm. 


Among other recent iiùprovoments in 
Guayaquil aro the erection of a two- 
story municipal building of re-enforced 
concrete to cost $240,000, and the plac- 
ing of an order for the installation of 
electric light in the city.

ating plant is to bo fifty-fivo miles up 
tho river Chimbo, the current is to bo 
brought to tho bank opposite the port 
of Quayaquil, whence in submerged ca- 
bles ujider the river, one and a quar- 
ter miles wide, to Quayaquil. 


The inland cities of Cuenca and Chone 
aro also considering putting in electric 
light plants. 
So it would seem that 
there might bo opportimities for engi- 
neers, builders, and those interested in 
other enterprises connected with the im- 
provement of a countrj'. 


A wireless station has recently been 
installed also at this port of Guaya- 
quil. 


In 1912 thero were 365 miles of rail- 
road in all Ecuador, and 297 miles of 
this were included in the one road from 
Guayaquil Jto the capital, Quito. 
This 
road was completed in 1908, and regular , 
trains make tho distance in two days.! 
A shorter line from tlie coast to the 
capital is now imder construction open- 
ing up an exceedingly fertile coxmtry, 
which now yields immense quantities of 
cacao, although capable of fiuihei: do- 
veloplnent. 


Several otlier roads aro also being 
built wliich will surely be a great fac- 
tor in bringing to market many of the 
mineral and agricultural products 
in 
which Ecuador is so rich. 
An active 
river and coast service is carried on by 
tlio many small'boats including steam- 
ers, sailing vessels and canoes. 


Most of the rivers are navigable for 
a considerable distance inland, the Gu- 
ayas, at whose mouth Quayaquil is sit- 
iiated, alloAving tho passage of steamers 
for forty miles and of smaller vessels 
for 200 miles. 
Tho eastern 
part of 
Ecuador may be reached from Brazil by 
mean» of tho Amazon and its tribu- 
taries; but it is very little developed.

British 
Dependency 
Un- 
aware of Conflict After 
Seven Months of It 


London, March 10.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—There are still 
places which have not heard of 
the 
world war after nearly seven months of 
conflict. The secretary of the posimas' 
tcr general, in a casual report, mentions 
the fact that Tristan da Cunha, a group 
of British islands iu the South Atlantic, 
has^not received a mail since the out- 
break of the war. 


These islands are entirely dependent 
upon chance communication from South 
Africa, 1,600 miles away. Often the in- 
habitants aro a year or more without 
commtmication from the outside world. 


The population is only about eighty in 
number, mainly descendants 
of ship- 
wrecked sailors and all English. 


Another place that has not heard of 
the war is Yquitos, in eastern Peru. Its 
letters are taken by British mail steam- 
ers up the Amazon to 
Manaos, 
and 
thenco across South America. 
Yquitos 
is only a few himdred miles from Lima, 
the Pacific capital of Peru, but the wall 
of the Andes is an almost impassable 
barrier. 


Proposals for a tunnel between Great 
Britain and Ireland, 
underneath 
the 
Irish channel, have been revived by the 
difficulties of navigation since tho new 
German submarine Avarfaro came into 
esffcct. 


One of tho questions answered by 
Premier Asquith* in the house recently 
was "whether, in view of recent opera- 
tions in the Iri£)h sea and possibility 
of blockade in the future, the govern- 
ment would consider the advisability of 
constructing a tunnel between 
Great 
Britain and Ireland." 


Mr. Asquith'fl reply did not commit 
thcKgovernment either for or against tho 
scheme. He contented himself with the 


observation that "the suggestion of tho 
honorable gentleman 
is hardly 
pmc- 
ticable in the present eircumataaices." 


GETS HIS MONEY BACK. 


George MicCoilde May Not Prosccutfl 
Sellers of Stock. 


Lafayette, Ind., Marcli 20.—As a re- 
sult of tho charges'of grand larceny filed 
against Lee Duncan and William Coz- 
art, of the Tisliimingo Tie and Stone 
company, by George 
MicCorkle, 
who 
bought stock in the concern, the $1,500 
McCorkle paid for the stock has been re- 
turned to him, and it is said he will not 
prosecute the men who sold him the 
stock. Tho grand larceny charge, how- 
ever, has not yet been dismissed. 


McCorkle said that at the time he 
bought the stock the promise was given 
that if at any time he wished to dispose 
of it, the company would take it off his 
hands. No sooner had aflidavits, charg- 
ing grand^ larceny, been filetl than the 
stock salesmen attempted to settle with 
McCorkle. The agreement was reached 
at a meeting with McCorkle's la^vyer. 
None of the other stockholders lias yet 
filed charges against the company.

For some years to come one of the 
biggest farmers in Allen county will be 
Allen county. The board of county com- 
missioners is making preparations to 
make the most possible of the eight 
hundred acres of land 
recently 
pur- 
chased eight miles north of the . city for 
a new county farm and it wiU be man- 
aged just as is any other farm that is 
capably administered. 
The board has 
already employed a superintendent for 
the farm preparation for spring cultiva- 
tion is already under way with five 
teams going. It is planned to put out 
150 acres of oats and 175 acres of com 
this spring. There are now growing on 
the farm about 100 acres of wheat and 
rye that the commissioners took over 
when the tracts on which the grain is 
growing were bought. Some sheep istnd 
hogs have been purchased and a much 
greater nimiber of each will be acquired, 
while the commissioners and Superin- 
tendent Sordelet are 
already 
looking 
about for a goodly number of beef stock- 
ers and five or six milk cows to plfu» 
on the farm. There will be every effort 
to make the investment a good agricul- 
tural and financial proposition for the 
coimty, which has about $80,000 in the 
land. It will be farmed in this way un- 
til the coimty is ready to abandon the 
old poor-house farm southwest of the 
city and occupy and develop the new 
farm for'institutional purposes. Mean- 
while with over 200 acres of land on tiie 
old farm and 800 acres in the new, Allen 
county is ab<mt the biggest agricultuTist 
she has.

Health Department's Back 
Yard Campaign is to 
Wipe Out Fly. 


"It is all very well to swat a fly 
when you see one, but it is much bettor 
to prevent the breeding of flies. And 
it is just as easy to prevent breeding 
as it is to swat and in a great many 
particulars is much pleasanter as an oc- 
cupation, more eflfective as a specific 
measure and vastly more beneficial in a 
Vi^iety of waya" 


That is the view of Dr. John H. Gil- 
pin, secretary of . the board of health, 
and of his colleagues in that body. Dr. 
Gilpin made the statement in discussin{ 
the campaign for clean back yards au' 
alleys that will soon be inaugurated 
under the auspices of the boaM and 
will be carried on with the co-operatioa 
of various civic bodies. 


"The logical war against the plague 
of fies against filth diseases in general 
is a war against imclealiness," continued 
Dr. Gilpin. 'If the places in which fiiM 
breed—exposed manure heaps, imoovered 
garbage and . open vaults—can be abol 
ished the fly pest will be eocterminated, 
and in wiping out flies wo shall wipe 
out a great volume of sickness.

Attached to the 
army of Yahj^a 
were 4,000 negro auxiliaries. 
After 
the massacre of the garrison these 
black warriors wer? turned loose to 


He wiis tho lounder of a great 
dynasiy. He reigned only five years, 
and died when less than thirty years 
of age. His name was Abul Abbas, 
but 
he dubbed 
himself "Saffah," 
which 
means 
"the 
shedder 
of 
blood," and by this designation he is 
always known in history. 
He was 
a man of small ability, of no per- 
sonal courage, of infinitesimal ac- 
complishments, Though he was first 
of a magnificent dynasty he was 
himself but the fortunate creature 
of circumstances. 


The great 
caliphate, 
extending 
unbroken from 
the Hirrialayas to 
the Pyrenees, from India to France, 
had submitted for a century to Ihe 
rule of the Ommeyyads. 
This line 
of sovereigns was sprung from the 
family that was, during the life- 
time'of Mohaflimed, his bitter enemy 
and persecutor. 
After the death of 
the prophet four caliphs—Abu Bekr, 
Oqaar, Othman and AU—connected 
with the family 
of Mohammed by 
ti€B of blood, marriage or sympathy, 
succeeded |)eacefully to the com- 
mand of 
the Mohammedan world. 
The last of theae. All, own cousin 
and son-in4aw of Mohammed, was 
slain by Moawiyyah the Ommeyyad, 
wlio made himself high priest and 
chief potentate of the religion which 
his family had sought to exterminate 
with fire and sword. 


For five years less than a cen- 
tury the Ommeyyads 
held 
sway 
over the Moslem world. They gave 
to Islam several 
glorious rulers, 
and their armies carried the cresc- 
ent east and west almost to the 
• ends of tho earth. They l^ecame the 
mightiest of monarchs, 
and their 
court 
at 
panqascus 
was (Second 
scarcely to thai of Constantinople 
as the center of civiiisation. 


But during all these years there 
remained a faithful jtnlnority whp 
resented the rule of men deiBcend-* 
ed from the persecutors of Mohani- 
med, caliphs whose lipe was estab- 
lished by the murderous Moawiyyah. 
the slayer not onlr of the sainted 
Ali but al«p of the prophet's grand- 
son. These malcontents held tena- 
ciously to the cause of the Hashimite 
family, the family of the prophet, 
and devotedV planned and plotted 
¿hrough loDf hopeless years, through 
reign after relfn, to bring l>ack 
to tjto blood of Mohammtfl the rule 
it ime Mol|«pi»e^ 
worM, 
Cbeer* 


.confident that in time the Ommey- 
yads, 
whom 
they persisted in ac- 
counting mere usurpers, would be 
swept into the deepest pits of the 
Moslem hell. It is one of the ironies 
of history that Saffah, a weak and 
worthless youth, was the one to 
reap the reward of the heroic devo- 
tion of the men who toy a hundred 
years struggled against Ommeyyad 
supremacy. 


The Ommeyyads fell largely be- 
cause of dissensions among them- 
selves. Not only were their support- 
ers divided by tribal jealousies, but 
their family ramifications came into 
bloody conflict. Also, the later Om- 
meyyads lost the virile vigor of the 
flrft caliphs of the line, and lapsed 
somewhat into luxury and ineffi- 
ciency. 


The Abbassides, of whom Saffah 
was the first caliph, were descend- 
ed from Abbas, uncle of the found- 
er of Islam. They camç in time to 
be considered the legitimate suc-^ 
cessors of thç prophet, and, with 
the 
weakening pf 
the Ommeyyad 
grip on the great world empire, they 
gained 
a 
tremendous 
following , 
among 
the more 
fanatical of the 
Moslems. 
Merwao IL, last of the ^ 
Ommeyyadii, was a good 
and an 
able man. but Hit doom of bis fam- 
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for the sins of his predecess 
6. The 
Abbasside revolt 
grew from mere 
sporadic discontent till, during his 
reign, it became an immense revolu- 
tion, that swept through the length 
and 
breadth of the 
Mohammedan 
empire. 


The Abbasside family at this time, 
A. D. 749, chanced to be represented 
by men of far more than average 
ability. 
In domestic council they 
decided to invest with the rank of 
caliph one of the younger genera- 
tion, Abul Abbi^B, whose parentage 
was noblest. 
The chief general of 
the war 
against the Ommeyyads 
was not of the Abbasside family; he 
was Abu Salma, a warrior of heroic 
courage 
and 
consummate ability. 
He defeated the 
greatly 
superior 
army of the Caliph Merwan II. at 
the battle of the Zad, and pursued 
the fleeing Ommeyyad into Egypt, 
where he was at laat. captured and 
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Saffah, the blood-shedder, establish- 
ed a magnificent court at Kufa, and 
at once set about making clear his 
right to the nickname he had as- 
sumed. 
He had many uncles 
and 
brothers, all of them mea of ability, 
and 
most 
of them possessed of a 
blood-thirstiness but little inferior 
to that of the young caliph. 
To 
these men he intrusted the command 
of his armies. 
He placed them in 
control of the provinces of his vast 
empire. . And to each of them he is- 
sued violent commands for the éx- 
tirpation not only of the Ommeyyad 
family but also of every man with- 
in reach of their power who might 
be suspected of Ommeyyad sympa- 
thies. 


In Palestine one of the caliph's 
uncles invited all the members of 
the Ommeyyad family, to the num- 
ber of ninety, to a magnificent ban- 
quet. 
They were regally received, 
and every possible mark of honor 
was bestowed upon them. 
In the 
midst of the festlTities a mitistrel 
arose from bis pl#ce at the fwt of 
the l e t ù l Iward and began $ cbtot 
nànfldH 
^ 
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sody hidden executioners rushed up- 
on the 
unsuspecting 
ninety, 
and 
hacked them to death with swords. 
The corpses wore piled in a heap in 
the center of the hall, and a costly 
rug thrown over the mangled bodies. 
Then the royal uncle ordered that 
the feast and merry-making be con- 
tinued. 


After the fall of Merwan II., his 
ablest general, Ibn Hobeiiia, held 
out long in the city of Wasit. 
He 
was besieged by Abu Jafar, broth- 
er of the caliph, and finally surren- 
dered on Abu Jafar's solemn prom- 
ise of complete amnesty for him- 
self and his followers. 
When Saf- 
fah heard 
of 
the capitulation he 
flew 
into a furious rage. 
He re- 
called Abu Jafar from his command, 
and sent agents of his own to ac- 
complish the punishment of Obn Ho- 
beira. 
The 
gallant warrior was 
slain 
in his tent, 
while he was 
fondling his infant son on his knee. 
TwenLy-tv/o of his chief men were 
put 
to death 
with 
every circum- 
stance of indignity. 


The Abbasside arms were success- 
ful in Oman, where there remained 
a spark of loyalty to the Ommeyyad 
line. 
Ninety of the bravest war- 
riors of Oman were paraded before 
the victorious army, and then burn- 
ed alive over slow fires. In the Ab- 
basside campaign in the remote re- 
gion beyond the 
Oxus 50,000 were 
wantonly slain. 
Resistance meant 
the wiping out of entire communi- 
ties. 
No 
leader or general dared 
show the slightest mercy, for fear 
his own head would fall before the 
wrath of the young tyrant at Kufa. 


The beautiful city of Mosul'-yield« 
ed allegiance to the Abtesslde tyrant^ 
but. declined to accept the low-born 
gOTernor sent to it by Saffah; The^ 
caliph dispatched' his brother Tahya 
to brlnt Mosul to terma. 
. - > 
Tbi garrtaon of tJM city, «rémwed 


work their will ou Uic women of 
the city. 
Outrage and cruel death 
were the lot of the maids and ma- 
trons of Mosul who fell into the 
clutches of Yahya's demons. As the 
perjured 
conqueror 
rode through 
the bloody streets of the city one 
beautiful girl, fleeing from a negro 
pursuer, clutched wildly at the bri- 
dle of Yahya's steed. She screamed 
her denunciation of the monstrous 
inhumanity and demanded that the 
true followers of Mohammed be not 
abandoned to the cruelty 
of black 
slaves. Her plea caught the ear of 
the arbitrary 
wretch, 
and 
by 
a 
sudden veer of whimsicality, he or- 
dered everyone of his 4,000 negroes, 
to be put to death. This command 
of mercy and cruelty having reach- 
ed the ears of Saffah the caliph was 
so incensed that he deprived Yahyà 
of his command, ordered his impris- 
onment, 
and 
bitterly 
reproached 
him for his leniency toward the fe- 
males of a pestilent Ommeyyad city. 


The darkest stain on the blood- 
red record of Saffah is his murder of 
Abu Salma, thé man who was most 
of all responsible for his elevation 
to, the caliphate. 
The 
ungrateful 
and despicable youth conceived a 
reasonless but intense 
jealousy of 
the great general, and determined 
to compass his death. He dared not 
order his execution, but he invited 
him to the capital, sending criers to 
go forth into the streets proclaim- 
ing Abu Salma as "the man whom 
the caliph deligbtetb to honor." The 
aged wanior was lavishly entertain- 
ed by Saffah, but, as he was depart- 
ing from the palace gates, he was 
stricken 
dead 
with a 
score of 
wounds by the men posted by the ty- 
rant. 
Saffah disclaimed blame for 
the 
murder, 
but 
all the Moslem 
world 
placed 
the 
responsibility 
where it belonged. 
Perhaps it was 
well for Saffah that shortly there- 
after he sickened and died. 


Saffah's 
chlefeat 
trait was im- 
measurable vanity. For hours each 
day he would stand before his mir- 
ror, 
devotedly 
admiring 
his own 
beauty. His wardrobe was so colos- 
sal that the annalists devote masses 
of parchment to a description of the 
wonderful raiment he left when he 
was gathered to his fatheni. He was 
possessed of no redeeming qualities. 
His reign of ftve years, is marked 
by nothing àçcompllahed toward tb» 
advancement of Ijîlàm. nothing Hone 
to foF.ward the progreaa of civilisa* 
tion which at tliat time waa »IdloH

monster was one day 
worshiping 
his own mirrored image when one 
of his slaves, speaking in an under- 
tone to his fellow, said:

Syria in spring time is a paradise 
of blossoms.

The narcissus is found 
on

mine greet us, or white, blue ant 
yellow flags, the Avhite lilium caadi- 
dum and scarlet martagón lily ar« 
found, though rarely. 


Old wild flower friends are nxu^ 
erous. White and pink roses, honeys 
suckle, violets, verbena, periwinkle, 
spotted and green-winged 
orchia,

The lay- 
man would not consider it a task 
to choose a beauty chorus. 
In fact 
he would consider it a recreation. 
He would not consider anything un- 
til confronted with his work and 
then w^ould probably be glad to re-

else's favor. 


Before I tell you how I select my 
chorus I W'ill briefly outline how the 
ririous theatrical managers employ 
their choruses 
and by comparison 
will 
demonstrate 
how my system

the others. In New York City there 
are what are known as chorus girls' 
agencies. These agencies 
register 
the names of chorus 
girls whose

the agency, who in turn sends the 
girl to the stage manager, where she 
is given 
an 
opportunity 
to make 
good. Then again some of the man-

her figure is a good one she is sent 
to the stage, manager, who passes on 
her dancing* ability, then in turn has 
the musical director try her voice.

case of "The Show Girl," 
that is the tall, handsome girl, who 
is expected to wear clothes well, the 
wardrobe 
woman's 
report on her 
figure tells the story. 
• It is selecting the new girls that 
gives me many nights of worry. 
I 
select the new girls from possibly 
2,500 or 3,000 applicants. Of course, 
I do not have them on the stage ail 
at one time. During the year 1 em- 
ploy an expert modiste, whoso sole 
duties are to measure chorus gitls 
for tights.

The girls' figures are classes 
as follows: 
A, B, C.

manent address is taken.

Through a breach in this outer wall

Now it is the business of Christian-

Our Well Being Is Constantly Attacked. 


We live our life in the enemy's coun- 
try—we are constantly surrounded by • 
enemies to our well being. To use Bun- 


yan's figure, the city of man's soul is 
constantly bombarded at the five gates 
of the senses: 


1. Physical.—^Disease 
is 
constantly 
seeking to 
obtain 
a 
strangle 
hold 
througli consumption, 
pneumonia, can- 
cer, paralysis, 
Bacteria 
in 
the 
air. 
germs in the water and in the milk. 


2. 3Iental.~\^'Ilmt 
we 
have 
once 
seen avc can never "unsee." 
Tjie books 
we read, the pictures we gaze upon, the 
things we hear, these all pertain to tlie 
mental. 


3. Moral—Organized society has seen 
that the individual is 
surrounded 
by 
these enemies; organized society 
has 
seen that the individual needs protec-j 
tion, and has built around the individual 
certain outer walls to protect him from 
the enemies of his physical, mental and 
moral well-being. 
Some of these walls 
are: 


(1) Legislation.—The laws of society j 
act as a constant protection to the in-! 
dividual. 
Tliey specify what are 
his • 
rights, le^T' a penalty for violation. It , 
would be hard sledding for the individ-; 
ual if the laws of society were rubbed , 
from the statute books and every one i 
left a law unto himself. Life, property 
and virtue would be wrecked and the 
flood gates of iniquity would be thrown 
open. The wall of legislation has gi-eat 
protective power, and is one 
of 
the 
tilings which distinguishes 
civilization 
from savager3^ 
Society Has Wall of Education Against 
Ignorance. 


(2) Education.—Organized society has 
seen that ignorance is soil 
in 
which ' 
seeds of badness grow with alarming | 
rapidity, so it has set about the erection i 


of a wall of education about the indi- 
vidual. 
Organized society has 
devel- 
oped the superb 
educational . system, 
from the little red school house to our 
great universities, and is making 
an 
honest attempt to put good education 
within tile reach of your son and your 
daughter. 


All things being equal, the .educated 
man should be better able to protect 
himself against the enemies of the body, 
the mind and the soul and the indi- 
vidual is much safer when surrounded 
by the outer wall of education. 


(3) Business.—Organized society has 
seen that an idle mind is the devil's 
workshop. 
It has seen when men have 
no business moorings, when they are 
without a job, many 
of 
the 
baser 
things come to the surface. 
Organized 
society has as its ideal an economic or- 
der in wliich everj' able-bodied man or 
Avoman should ha\ e a job. 
The nearer 
society can reach that ideal, the. less 
discontent, unrest and trouble we will 
have. 
Tlie biLsy and prosperous man, 
all things being equal, should be a bet- 
ter man than the idle man, thei-efore 
both society and business are better 
for this outer wall of business.

(4) The 
Home.—Organized 
society 
has seen that the influence of wife and 
childreji is one of the most Avholesome 
influences of life. 
The stability of so- 
ciety, virtue of Avoraanliood and honor 
of manhood depends upon the develop- 
ment of a good home life. Tlie fact is. 
the love of a good, pure woman Imnd- 
cuffs the ba^er elements in the individ- 
ual and calls into being the 
noblest 


qualities, Avhich until then have been 
asleep. 
There is no question but that 
society and the individuaj, are better oil 
for this outer wall called the home. 


(i)) Patriotism.—Organized society has 
seen that the love of one's country is 
a wholesome force in the life of an in- 
dividual. 
History is full of stories of 
men who have risen to acts of sublime 
heroism when prompted 
by love of 
country. 
Our own nation has always 
been noted for the splendid patriotism 
of her citizenship. 
No man who truly 
loves his country can be as bad a man 
as he would be if he didn't love 
his 
country. A great love is always a great 
force ill a life. 


Kow, I yield to no man in my grati- 
tude to organized society for'building 
the outer walls about the individual. It 
is easier to follow the path of duty, 
to listen to the voice of right in a land 
where these Avails surroimd the indi- 
vidual. 
I feel like taking oflT my hat 
to organized society for the real serv- 
ice it has rendered the cause of re- 
ligion by erecting these outer walls of 
legislation, education, 
business, 
home 
and patriotism; but there is no one who 
does not know that there are exigencies 
in life when no one nor all of these wails 
can render the individual safe. 


(a) Take legislation, for instance. In 
spite of our statute books every

and was given messages which were in-

for 
the 
schoolmaster. 
At 
length, the recipient of these attentions 
grew curious and 
decided to find out 
what sort of a man this Mr. Bell was, 
for whom he Was being mistaken. 
So 
he inquired of those who knew Mr. Bell 
«(ndofoiind that he was a good man— 
honest, patient, thoughtful, kind, right- 
ijyipg^;--;Then he looked up Mr. Bell rec- 
c^dfAs: an educator, and as one who had 
Bferyed •'the public.

DRY TRANSPORTATION. 


vA¿California congressman is troubled 
oxer, the prospect confronting the con- 
cessional party Avhich is to attend the 
^nama-Pacific 
exposition. 
He 
says 
tliat-if-the navy department has-control 
of the,rships Avhich cany the distin- 
guished, company, it will be, by reason 
oi 'Secretary Daniels' dry order, "a fu- 
neral trip." 
On the other hand, if they 
go overland there are whole states— 
fitatM ' longest east and 
west—where 
grape'juice will be the strongest drink 
obtainable. 'N'^liether by laud or by sea, 
"It's a dry, dry Avay to San Francisco," 
•wails the drinker. And it is fast get- 
ting dryer. 
Onlj' the other day came 
the news that the Pennsylvania rail- 
road had, abolished liquor from all its 
dining'cars west of Pittsburgh. It has 
also- announced that It will not renew 
the license for the bar in the Broad 
street station at Philadelphia and that 
althoi:^h its license to sell liquor in the 
New York terminal will not expire un- 
til September, the bar will be closed 
at oncfr. This will leave the Pennsyl- 
X'ania "system east of Pittsburgh without 
a bar in any of its stations or restau- 
rants'and without the sale of liquor in 
SLUj of its dining cars. 


PROHIBITION ADVANCE. 


Six months ago there Avere nine pro- 
hibition states. 
Today there arc nine- 
teen, provided the governor of 
Utah 
signs the bill just passed by the legisla- 
ture. An increase of more than 100 per 
cent. iii4 less than half a year! Arkan- 
sas, loAva and Idaho were all made dry 
last month by legislative enactment, 
the law to go into effect January 1, 
1916. 
South Dakota's 
legislature'has 
submitted the (}uestion to popular vote 
at the next election. 
The lower house 
of Vermont has passed ii prohibition 
referendum liill. 
South Carolina, tired 
of its luisatisfactory dispensary 
law, 
has referred the question of state-Avide 
prohibition to the people, vote to be 
taken September 14. Montana has sub- 
mitted a statutorA' laAv to be voted upon 
in 1916. 


In eight other legislatures state-Avide 
])rohibitiou measures have been intro- 
duced, namely, Xew 
York, 
DelaAvare, 
New Hampshire, New ilexico, Minne- 
sota, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Wisconsin. 
States planning 
for campaigns 
next 
year are California, Florida, Kentucky, 
Nebraska, Texas, Wyoming. 
Ohio en- 
ters a campaign this year under the 
initiatiA'e, the question to be voted upon 
by the people next November.

Seven hundred and eleven youn^ 
girls disappeared from their homes 
in and around Cleveland during the 
past year. Several hundred of then?, 
were found later, sorae of them be- 
fore 
they had fallen, others after 
they had sinned. Hundreds of moth- 
ers' fathers, sisters and brothers in 
these homes grieved and suffered 
until the girls were brought back 
to them. 


Other hundreds are still grieving 
and wondering what these girls are 
doing, whether they are still living. 
Many of these mothers and other rel- 
atives will never knovr what has be- 
come of their girls. They may have 
sought death in the lake or in other 
ways, they may have fallen into tho 
hands 
of unscrupulous 
men anrS 
women, or they may right now be- 
starving, or selling their souls to ob- 
tain a livelihood. 


.Many will say, "Oh, such things 
cannot happen in any city. 
There 
are no men and women so wicked." 
But they do happen, and one to 
get 
the proof 
has 
but 
to 
calt 
on 
officials 
of 
the 
Travelers 
Aid societies, the Salvation Army 
or 
any othei- of 
the many 
or- 
ganizations v.ho by night and day 
search for these unfortunate girls, 
and who have been responsible for 
returning 
to their 
homes several 
hundred of tl)c seven liundred and 
eleven girls who disappeared in 1913. 


"But the greater majority of those 
»A-ho disappear or leave th€ir> home 
firoy oui of sight forever, and are 
never heard of again. 
Mothers al- 
most daiJ:- go to graves, their deaths 
hastersed by i hc knowledge that some 
where in ibis world they have a 
daughter, 
a 
young 
girl vrho left 
home years ago. and who either has 
cunjrnitifn' 
suicide 
or 
has 
been 
a sha roed to come back to the home 
she left. 


And tliesp mothers before death 
relieves them pray nightly that their 
waywsrd girl mipiit r-omc back; each 
l-cqoc'k riL ihc door brings an echo 
from the mother 
heart, but eight 
limes out of ten the girl never comes 
back, the mother lingcr.s, then dies 
with a broken lieart. 
These girls 
who have run away do not under- 
Btand a mol her love. They do not 
realize that back home is one who is 
rager and anxious to forgive any-, 
thing. 
If they did, more of them 
Nvould return hom.e.

Lucky is the girl who runs away 
from home and falls in the hands of 
%Tiy of the organizations v/hich liave 
flone so much good in pasi years. 


And vmlucky are the girls who are 
lured 
away 
by 
men and women 
Vihose sole 
business is the white 
Biave traffic. Of course, there are 
Very few of these in niosr cities, but 
Ibere are some, and no matter how 
few they manage to do their share of 
harm, and then cover their tracks so 
cleverly that the representatives of 
these organizations formed to help 
girls are baffled. 


In most passenger 
stations one 
¡Bees a kind faced woman dressed in 
edmbre gray. 
She wears the Trav- 
elers Aid badge. On the arrival of 
each train she goes from the waiting 
room to the gates and if she sees 
pny girls coming in alone she asks 
If they liave friends in the city, or 
if they need help. And If they do, 
help of the right sort Is given them. 


. But one fails to see the other.» 
Bide—the white slavers, men and 
women, who also meet all trains, 
and offers the same help to girls 
who are alone—providing these girls 
are pretty enough. \ But they are 
there 
night and day, and some- 
times they approach a girl before 
this kind messenger of the Travel- 
ers Aid 
does, 
and if the girl is 
alone and friendless she sometimes 
accepts 
these 
alluring 
offers of 
friénds, and a good position. If she 
does she is lost. What becomes of 
her no one knows except those who 
have spirited her away. 


It is this that has prompted the 
Travelers Aid and other organiza- 
tions to have representatives in the 
railway stations and boat landings. 


Members of these organizations 
figure that more girls leave their 
home after having been betrayed by 
men than for any other reason. And 
they say that these girls are from all 
stations of life, from the wealthiest 
to .the poorest. Some of them wish 
to hide their shame from their home 
folks, others are so miserable that 
they leave in hopes that something 
wiU happen to make them forget. 
Some of them are so fortunate as to 
come within the pale of a Rescue 
Home of the Salvation Army, the Y. 
W.. C. A,, or some of the other or-/ 
eanizations, and there they are soon 
Induced to tell where 
they came 
and when rAleased from the 
y^sa, is & greul 
^lany instances 
ley return to their parents.

of many girls who have run away 
, for various causes, finding work for 
them 
or returning them to 
their 
homes if they care to go. 
Many 
girls come 
there- with stories of 
cruelty at home, of drunken fathers 
and careless mothers, and tell offi- 
cers there they <^esire to live some- 
where else. They are either put up 
there or sent to the homes of the 
organization, and employment Is 
found for them that 
makes them 
self-supporting. 


Perhaps the most important work 
of these organizations in this line is 
the helping of country girl's who are ' 
attracted to the city by alluring let- 
ters or 
advertisements, 
and who 
come with no friends in view and 
trusting to luck that everything will 
go all right. But it doesn't go right 
all the time. The agents of these or- 
ganizations are on the watch for 
these girls, and when they find one 
of them without friends or a posi- 
tion she is taken to the Y. W. C. A. 
until both a good home and position 
are found, for her. 


Mrs. Minna D. Falrchild, one of 
the Travelers Aid agents, stationed 
in the B. & O. station, Cleveland, O., 
perhaps does as much good in this 
line as any of the other represen- 
» tatlves. Many of the cases coming 
up for her attention are those of 
. foreign girls who can speak no Eng- 
lish, and who come in at this station. 
Several weeks ago Mrs. Fairchild 
saw sitting in the waiting room a 
young girl of foreign parentage. She 
was ill, hungry, and brying when 
Mrs. Fairchild approached her and 
< asked if she could do anything. 


The girl could not understand, so 
an interpreter was called and Mrs. 
Fairchild heard a story of how she 
had come to this country to marry a 
man who betrayed her and deserted 
her before marriage, and who had 
driveh her from Youngstown. 
The 
girl was without funds, and knew 
no one in this city. She was token 
to the Y. W. C. A. where she was 
taught enough of the English lan- 
guage to enable her to get along, and 
a good position 
was obtained for 
her. 


Mrs. Fairchild found another for- 
eign girl In this station one morn- 
ing in company with a woman, who 
was attempting to induce the girl 
to go with her. 
It-developed that 
the girl had run 
away from her 
brother's 
home 
in a small Ohio 
town. 
Mrs. Fairchild was com- 
pelled to threaten the older woman 
before she succeeded in getting the 
girl to come with her.

O. station. They were all afflicted 
with bad coughs, and were thinly 
clad. 
This family was on its way 
to Lorain, but had no more funds, 
was hungry and ill. The Associated 
Charities was called on, the unfor- 
tunates were given medical atten- 
tion, warm clothing and sent on to 
their destination. 


And there come times in the dai- 
ly routine of theee agents where they 
have to assert their authority. One 
of these instances occurred several 
weeks ago after Mrs. Fairchild found 
three Roumanian girls in the station 
who knew nothing of the city and 
who wanted to get to a certain ad- 
dress. Mrs. Fairchild gladly agreed 
to accompany them. While on the 
street car a man on the opposite 
seat started to converse with one of 
the girls in her own language. 


Mrs. Fairchild commanded him to 
stop. He was In the act of taking 
the girls' address when Mrs. Fair- 
child appealed to the conductor. The 
man asserted that he was the girl's 
brother but was ejected. 
This il- 
lustrates one of the many dangers 
girls traveling alone i must face in 
a large city. 


One day Mrs. I^irchild noticed a 
pretty sixteen-year-old 
American 
girl walking nervously up^ and down 
in the station, apparently 
greatly 
worried. Mrs. Fairchild's Inquiry as 
to where she was going and whether 
she needed help brought forth an 
answer that she was inciting for a 
man who was to have come from 
Detroit, meet her and take her back 
with him, where they were, to be 
married. No man appeared and Mrs. 
Fairchild approached the girl again 
and learned that she was from a 
small Ohio town and was going to 
elope 
with 
the man, a traveling 
salesman whom she had met in her 
town some time ago and corre»- ' 
ponded,with since. In the meantime; 
the parents of the girl had wired 
Cleveland police. The police in turn 
notified all agents of these organiza- 
tions, and in this way the girl was 
sent back to her home and parents. 


And.day

night, these women remain at their 
jposts in the railway statioiia helping 
where help il mögt needed, their du- 
ties ranging from c#rrjinf parcels 
for tired girU and women ;to iavJni 
lives.

Forewarned and Forearmed. 


1—Girls should never speak to 
strangers, either men or women, in 
the streets, shops, in stations, in 
lonely country roads or in places of 
amusement. 


2—Girls should never ask the way 
of any but officials on duty, such as 
policemen, railway officials or post- 
men. 
3—Girls should never loiter or 
stand about alone in the street and 
if accosted by a stranger (whether 
man or 
woman) should walk as 
Qiilckly as possible to the nearest 
policeman. 


4—Girls should never stay to help 
a woman who apparently faints at 
their feet in the street, but should 
immediately call a policeman to her 
aid. 


5—Girls should never accept an 
invitation to join a Sunday school or 
Bible class given them by strangers, 
even if they are wearing the dress 
of-a sister or nun, or are in clerical 
garb. 


6—Girls should never accept a lift 
offered by a stranger in a motor, 
taxi-cab^or vehicle of any descrip- 
tion. 


7—Girls should never go to an ad- 
dress given them by a stranger or 
enter any house, restaurant or place 
of amusement on the invitation of a 
stranger.

8—Girls should never go with a 
stranger (even if dressed as a hos- 
pital nurse) or . belieye stories of 
their relations having suffered from 
an accident or being taken suddenly 
ill, as this is a common device to 
kidnap girls. 


S—Glrls should 
never

sweets, food, a glass of water, or 
smell 
flowers, offered 
them, by 
strangers; neither should they buy 
sclents, or other articles ajt their 
doors, aa so . many, things may con- 
tain drug!.

The strawberry plant, in practice, 
propagates 
from 
runners 
that 
f o r m 
new plants a t the nodes. 
Normally, 
after the plant sends up flower stems, 
in the spring, runners do not 
begin 
to f o r m to any great extent 
before 
the end of the fruiting season. 
H o w - 
ever. b y removing t h e fruit 
stems 
early In the season, runners will be- 
gin t o f o r m earlier. 
Some 
growers 
remove the fruit stems In this 
way 
from y o u n g plants that have been set 
In t h e spring In order to hasten the 
beginning of runner formation. T h e 
resttlts Indicate that the practice Is a 
rood one. 


T h e fruit Is h o m e o n stems 
that 
come out of buds f r o m the crown of 
the strawberry plant. It is the opin- 


ion of a great m a n y growers that these 
buds are formed the season before, just 
as the buds of peaches, apples, 
etc., 
are formed. 
Experience a t t h e agri- 
cultural 
experiment 
station of Mis- 
souri, Indicates that the number of 
fruit stems sent u p f r o m any 
crown 
can be influenced by spring treatment 
of t h e strawberry 
planting. 
T h u s 
w h e r e 
strawberries 
were 
fertilised 
with 
nitrogen, 
throwing t h e plants 
into vigorous growth, rtinner f o r m a - 
tion 
began 
earlier, 
a n d certainly 
fewer 
fruits 
were 
borne. 
W h e t h e r 
this w a s because of poor 
pollination 
or because fewer btooms were Mt, It 
is not possible t o say. 


Normally there is one crown t o e a c h 
plant. 
However, If the runners 
are 


kept removed, a number of crowns 
will be formed o n e a c h p l a n t ; 
s o m e - 
t i m e s a large n u m b e r . 
G r o w e r s in 
s o m e sections p r a c t i c e r e m o v i n g t h e 
runners and c a u s i n g t h e f o r m a t i o n of

berries is receiving considerable at- 
tention a t the present time. 
The re- 
sults of several years of careful study 
and 
extensive 
experiments 
a t the 
Missouri station are herewith given: 


Acid phosphate used alone a t t h e 
rate of f r o m IRO to 440 pounds to the 
acre 
has, in flve trials o u t of s i x 
given a profitable increase in the crop. 
T h e o n e soil in which it was not 
profitably applied w a s a m u c h richer 
one than is generally used for straw- 
berries. 


In six trials out of seven, acid phos- 
phate used In combination with either 
sodium nitrate or dried blood has in- 
creased the yield over that 
obtained 
w h e n either of these latter substances 
were 
used 
alone. 
I n t h e one case 
where It did not Increase the 
yield, 
the fertilizer was applied in the spring 
and t h e nitrogen caused a n exceed- 
ingly rank plant and weed growth so 
that little could be told a s to the ef- 
fect of the phosphorus. 


Acid phosphate used In any 
prac- 
tical quantities h a s no Injurious effect 
on the plants, even w h e n It Is spread 
on t h e foliage.

Add a few grains of rice to the salt 
In a shaker and it will absorb a large 
part of the moisture. 


The disadvantages 
of these 
two 
methods are plainly obvious. 
If the 
cornstarch or flour is used the saline 
qualities of the salt are greatly les- 
sened. 
The 
rice 
only 
absorbs the 
moisture to a certain extent and keeps 
the salt but moderately dry,. 


The salt may be dried in the oven, 
but here again care must be taken 
to permit it to become thoroughly cool 
before filling the 
shakers else it is 
likely to lump. 


Hov/ever, 
the busy 
manufacturer 
has come to the housewife's aid with 
several devices, 
which 
are without 
doubt a considerable improvement. 


One of these little containers has a 
little grinder, which will loosen the 
salt 
when the 
crank is turned and 
cause it to be sifted out whether there 
is moisture in it or not. Because the 
perforations 
are 
closed 
when the 
grinder is not in operation it is very 
easy to keep the salt free from moist- 
ure. 


Another 
convenience is a shaker 
with a double lid. The inner lid is the 
same as the lid of any ordinary shak- 
er, while the outer lid fits over this 
top and has small raised projections 
that penetrate into the openings on 
top of the shaker. This prevents the 
salt collecting in the holes, and as it 
fits so compactly into the under lid 
there is little likelihood of moisture 
entering unless the salt is damp when 
placed in the shaker.

IRefrigcratot 


T is now more or less a custom 
to keep the refrigerator going 
all the year round, so a few 
words in regard to its care are 
good at any time. 


Very many 
housekeepers who are 
considerèd excellent caretakers in all 
else are negligent In this respect. 
If 
economy must be used in furnishing 
the home, 
it is a mistake 
to begin 
here.

There 
is no article 
of furniture 
which affords more comfort than a 
good, clean, well kept refrigerator. 


Special attention should be paid to 
the ice chamber and the rack on which 
the ice rests. Wash the ice thorough- 
ly before having It placed in the box. 


Never keep food In the Ice chamber 
unless it may be the milk or cream 
bottles with the stoppers in. 


All foods kept In the 
refrigerator 
should be closely covered, especially 
flsh, oysters, lèmons or bananas, the 
odor of which is absorbed by many 
other foods. 


Always keep butter in a covered 
earthen Jar by itself, as nothing is so 
quickly contaminated. 
> 


A thorough 
cleaning 
from top to 
bottom is necessary, once a week at 
least and better still, twice, especially 
in warm weather. 


Another point to be remembered Is 
the fact that all parts of the refrigera- 
tor except the Ice chamber should be 
perfectly dry. 


The drain pipe is a very important 
Item; it should be kept absolutely free 
from the dirt and Impurities of the 
melting ice. by means of a long-ha&- 
dled brush, which mty bs bought for 
that purpose. 


Lastly, do not allow the walls of the 
provision ehamber to bsoons 
oiled 
with grease or food of gnr kind, as it 
soon becomes nwdd, eaiislBg u

According to .1 recent treasury <lcra- 


sion which has just been received at the 
reveiiuo oflico a. physician or dentist 
who admitiistcrg minute quantities of 
drugs coming within the scope of tho 
Harrison act in his ofticc may keep a 
reconl of tho date when a stock solution 
'is made and the date when such stock 
solution is exhausted without keeping a 
record of the name and address of each 
patient to whom such drugs arc admin- 
istered. The plan will be allowed, how- 
ever, only in caso of those physicians 
and dentists who use minute quantities 
of these drugs, such as oculists, aurists 
and other specialists, but where a. physi- 
cian engaged in a general practice other- 
wise administers such drugs it will be 
necessary for him to keep a record of 


' tho name and address of tho patient, of 


all drugs dispensed, distributed, or ad- 
ministered in liis office, and 
of s»ch 


drugs left with a patient to be taken 
-in h!s absence. Only Fitch drugs as arc 
personally administered by a. physician

left forearm; length of right ear; 
height sitting "and length of out- 
stretched arms. 
The purpose and 


value of taking a number of meas-* 
urements by uniform and accurate 
measurements of the height is that 
we are able to clasify a collection 
of decryptions by card index. All 
men measuring below 5 ft. and 5 in. 
in height" are placed in what can b« 
called the small class. Men meas- 
uring between 5. ft. 5 in. and 5 ft 8 
in. arc placed in the medium class, 
and those above 5 ft. 8 in. are placed 
in the'large class. To take 10,000 
descriptions

"Like every kid, I was proud of 


my speed and curves and I had also 
been catcher on the village team 
when the regular occupant of that 
position was incapacitated: After 
reporting to Marston at Fall River, 
the first shock came when he re- 
fuged to think of me as a pitcher. 
Instead, I was used behind the bat, 
played every position in the infield 
and outfield and finally wound tip 
with a batting average of .421. One 
week at Fall River, with a respecta.- 
blc number of hits coming my way 
and the fans generous in their ap- 
preciation turned my ambitions into 
another channel—I started to work 
for major-league recognition, I was 
twenty years old then, full of hope 
and with my ambition running wild.. 
When Charley Marston informed me 
early in August that I liad been sold 
to the Philadelphia club for Imme- 
diate delivery. I was living in the 
seventh heaven of bliss and with my 
head in fhe skies. 


"One ambition realized, with con- 


siderable pride in my ability to crack 
out my modicum of safeties every 
day. a profound admiration of the 
great hitters of the time, and a 
determined ambition, to gain addi- 
tional admiration in that line,. I 


moved south and Joined the Phillies 
at Atlantic City where I played my 
first major league game on August 
11, 1896. Billy Nash was managing - 
the Phillies then and- Ed. Delehanty 
was a member' of the club.. I ad- -. 
mired both and obtained close views . 
of Jesse Burkett, Willie Keel er, Fred 
Clarke and Hughie Jennings and. the 
other hard hitters at the game. . 


"I well remember, after getting 


a few hits shortly after I had joined 
the Phillies how I wrote to-a chum 
in Woonsocket that, 'dome day you 
will see Jajole's name at the top of 
the batting list In the fall of 1S96 
I played first base and occupied the 
same position in 1897, when George- 
Stallings was manager, but I wanted 
to play second base. The next year 
I was satisfied when I .was assigned 
to the place vacated by Billy .Hall- 
man and then another ambition 
cropped out. Biddy McPh.ee, the old 
Cincinnati 
second sacker was the 


star then and I made up my mind to 
equal Biddy and surpass him if pos- 
sible. I didn't have the satisfaction 
of leading the leapie-in batting nor 
did 1 surpass the other second base- 
men In fielding, but it ticklc_d my 
vanity when, with the;expansion of 
1'ne American League,'I was one of 
the players sought 
. . ,- 


- "I jumped in 1900. Prior to this 
act I was drawing $2,400 per an- 
num in the National League. After 
hurdling I received twice as much. 
You can easily see why I have a 
soft place in my heart for Ban John- 
son's circuit. There is quite a dif- 
ference between the salary I receiv- 
ed at the age of 26 and the salary I 
thought princely when a fire-fighter 
back in Woonsocket. 
• "One of the greatest ambitions of 
my early years in baseball was real- 
ized when with Connie Mack's Ath- 
letics, I led the league with .421— 
the highest average I ever acquire* 
in the majors—and also was at the 
top of the list of second basemen 
in fielding;. T believe I drew 
as 


much satisfaction from those facts 
as I ever did from a $1,000 increase 
in salary. 
. "I became an undesirable party in 
the state of Pennsylvania because of 
injunction 
proceedings brought, by 


the Philadelphia Nationals. Connie 
Mack sent me. accompanied by Bill 
Brrpbard and Elmer Flick, a mur- 
derous hitter, to Cleveland. Ripened 
by year? of experience the hope of 
some day acting in the capacity of 
manager, grew upon me. 


"I believe I was born -under a 


.. Inckr. aUr—at least it ws«nk..Jong 


before I had an opportunity to test 
my managerial ability. In 1905 I 
succeeded Bill Armour as leader of 
the Cleveland club and I was soon 
convinced that managing a baseball- 
club is no sinecure. In fact the 
manager of a grand opera troupe 
filled with temperamental songsters 
has a rose-colored cinch in compari- 
son with lie pilot of a major-league 
outfit Be that as it may, I did my 
best to bring a pennant to Cleveland. 
We finished fifth in 1906, third in 
1906, 
fourth in ]907 and one-halt a 


game behind Detroit in that memor- 
able, nerve-racking, heart-breaking 
campaign of 190S. Believe me. I 
would have given half a dozen of She 
years of my life to win the flag that 
year. Failure to cop was one of tho 
most serious, if not. the most seri- 
ous, disappointments I have ever ex- 
perienced. 


"Tho following season was cue of 


disasters—our team went to pieces 
—misfortunes and the waning of 
former stars wrecked the club. Crit- 
icism, many of them unjust, and tho 
feeling that the public demanded a 
new manager caused me to reach 
the decision early in the fal! of that 
season to resign the job. I did. And 
thereafter began to enjoy life once 


"As you may have noticed, I oh- 


tained most of the things that I de- 
sired during the course of my base- 
ball career—I have had aud have 
enjoyed artistic and financial suc- 
cess. 
As a boy the "back-to-the- 


farm" movement made a hit with 
ice. 


"But there is one deep-seated am- 


bition which never has been realized 
and I think my sale to Connie Mack 
brings the fulfillment of that desire 
nearer to me than it has ever been 
since the year of 1908—for a dozen 
years I have craved to play on a pen- 
nant-winner. Faihircs have at times 
made me bitter and pessimistic, but 
I have always come back each year, 
feeling that, possibly at last the timo 
has arrived—and that is the way I 
feel for the coming season, for Con- 
nie is the. ideal manager and if hard 
work can bring that flag to Philadel- 
phia—at the samo time fulfilling my 
final and greatest ambition— I can 
assure you that I will work as hard 
as any mortal man."

black warriors were turned loose to 


He \vas the lounder of a great 


dynasty. He reigned only five years, 
and died when less than thirty years 
of age. His name was Abul Abbas, 
but 
ho dubbed himself "Saffah," 


which' moans 
"the 
ahedder of 


blood," and by this designation he is 
always known in history. He was 
a man of small ability, of no per- 
sonal courage, of infinitesimal ac- 
complishments. Though he was first 
of a magnificent dynasty he was 
himself but the fortunate creature 
of circumstances. 


The great 'caliphate, 
extending 


uubrolcen from 
the Himalayas to 


the Pyrenees, from India to France, 
had submitted for a century to the 
rule of the Ommeyyads. This line 
of sovereigns was sprung from Uic 
family that was, during the life- 
time of Mohammed, his bitter enemy 
and persecutor. 
After the death Of 


the prophet four caliphs—Abu Bekr, . 
Omar, Othman and Ali-r-connected 
with the family of Mohammed by 
ties of blood, marriage or sympathy, 
succeeded peacefully to the com- 
mand of the Mohammedan world. 
The last of these, Ali, own cousin 
and son-in-law, of Mohammed, was 
slain by Moawiyyah the Ommeyyad, 
who made himself high priest and 
chief potentate of the religion which 
his family had sought to exterminate 
with fire and sword. 


For five years less than a cen- 


tury the Ommeyyads held 
sway 


over the Moslem world. They gave 
to Islam several 
glorious rulers, 


and their armies carried the cresc- 
ent east and west almost to the 
ends of the earth. They became the 
mightiest of monarchs, and their 
court at 
Damascus 
was second 


scarcely to that of Constantinople 
as the center of civilization. 


But during all these years there 


remained a faithful minority who 
resented the rule of men descend- 
ed from the persecutors of Mohatn- 
med, caliphs whose line was estab- 
lished by the murderous Moawiyyah, 
the slayer not only of the sainted 
Ali but also of the prophet's grand- 
son. These malcontents held tena- 
ciously to the cause of the Hashimite 
family, the family of the prophet, 


fe . 
and devotedly planned and plotted 
through long hopeless years, through 
reign after reign, to bring back 
lo the blood of Mohammed the rule 
of the. Mohammedan world. Cherr- 
tully they suffered martyrdom, bold-

counting mere usurpers, would be . 
swept into the deepest pits of the 
Moslem hell. It is one of the ironies 
' of history that Saffah. a weak and 


worthless youth, was the_ one to 
reap the reward of the heroic devo- 
tion: of the men who for a hundred 
years struggled against Ommeyyad 
supremacy. 


The Ommeyyads fell largely be- 


cause -of dissensions among them- 
selves. Not only were their support- 
ers divided by tribal jealousies, but 
their family ramifications came into 
bloody conflict. Also, the later Om- 
meyyads lost the virile vigor of the 
first caliphs of the line, and lapsed 
somewhat into luxury and ineffi- 
ciency. 
' The Abbassides, of whom Saffah 
was the first caliph, were descend- 
ed from Abbas, uncle of the found- 
er of Islam. They came in time to 
be considered the legitimate suc- 
cessors of the prophet, and, with 
the weakening of the Ommeyyad 
grip .en the great world empire, they 
gained 
a 
tremendous 
following 


among the more fanatical of the 
Moslems. Mcrwan II.. last, of tiio 
Ornmcyy.iris, was a good 
and nn 


able man. but the doom of his fam- 
ily had been sounded. Like many 
another excellent ruler he suffered 


for the sin^ of his predecess o. The 
Abbasside revolt grew from mere 
sporadic discontent till, during his 
reign, it became an immense rcvolu- • 
lion, that swept through the length 
and breadth of the 
Mohammedan 


empire. 


The Abbasside family at this time. 


A. D. 749, chanced to be represented 
by mca of far more than average 
ability. 
In domestic council they 


decided to invest with the rank of 
caliph one of the younger genera- 
tion, Abul Abbas, whose parentage 
was noblest. The chief, general of 
the war 
against the Ommeyyads 


was not of the Abbasside family; he 
was Abu Salroa, a warrior of heroic 
courage and consummate ability. 
He defeated the greatly superior 
army of (he Caliph Merwan H. at 
(he bati'.c of the 7.W. and pursued 
the florins Oninifyynd into Epyp'- 
where ho was at last raptured and 
i.rnomlnnuiply put i" dpatit. 


Abul Abbas, assumiag the title c/ 


Saffah, tho blood-shedder, establish- 
ed a magnificent court at Kufa, and 
al once set about makius clear his 
right to tho nickname he had as- 
sumed. He had many uncles and 
brothers, all of them me i of ability, 
and most of Ihein possessed of a 
blood-thirstiness but little inferior 
to that of the young caliph. To 
these men he intrusted the command 
of his armies. He placed (hem in 
control of the provinces of his vast 
empire. And to each of them he is- 
sued violent commands for the ex- 
tirpation not only of the Oramcyyad 
family but also of every man with- 
in reach of their power who might 
bo suspected of Ommeyyad sympa- 
thies.

In Palestine one of the caliph's 


uncles invited all the members of 
the Ommeyyad family, to the num- 
ber of ninety, to a magnificent ban- 
quet They were regally received, 
and every, possible mark of honor 
was bestowed upon them. In the

sody hidden executioners rushed up- 
on the unsuspecting ninety, and 
hacked them to death with swords. 
The corpses were piled in a heap in 
the center of the hall, and a costly 
rug thrown over the mangled bodies. 
.Then the royal uncle ordered that 
the feast and merry-making be con- 
tinued. 


After the fall of ilenvan II., his 


ablest general, Ibn Hobeira, held 
out long iu the city of Wasit. He 
was besieged by Abu Jafar, broth- 
er of the caliph, and finally surren- 
dered on Abu Jafars solemn prom- 
ise of complete amnesty for him- 
self and his followers. When Saf- 
fah heard o£ tho capitulation he 
flew into a furious rage. He re- 
called Abu Jafar from his command, 
and sent agents of his own to ac- 
complish the punishment ot Obn Ho- 
beini. 
The gallant warrior was 


slain 
in his tent, 
while he was 


fondling his infant son on his knee. 
Twenty-two of his chief men were 
put 
lo death wiih every circum- 


slaiicc of indignity. 


The Abbasside arms were success- 


ful iu Oman, where ihere remained 
a spark of loyalty to the Otnmcyyad 
line. 
Ninety of the bravest war- 


riors of Oman were paraded before 
the victorious army, and then burn- 
ed alive over slow fires. In the Ab- 
basside campaign in the remote re- 
gion beyond the 
Oxus oO.WO were 


wantonly slain. 
Resistance meant 


the wiping out of entire communi- 
ties. No leader or general dared 
show the slightest mercy, for fear 
his own head would fall before the 
wrath of the young tyrant at Kufa. 


The beautiful city of Mosul yield- 


ed allegiance to the Abbasside tyrant, 
but declined to accept the low-born 
governor sent to it by Saffaii. 
The 


calijih dispatched his brother Yahya 
to bring Mosul to terms. 


The jrnrrison of the city, overawed 


by the croat. force nf Yahya. was 
ready to accept the generous terms 


work their will 011 uiu \vonien of 
the city. • Outrage and cruel death 
were the lot of the maids and ma- 
trons of Mosul who fell into the 
clutches of Yahya's demons. As the 
perjured 
conqueror rode through 


the bloody streets of the city one 
beautiful.girl,'fleeing from a negro 
pursuer, clutched wildly at the bri- 
dle of Yahya's steed. She screamed 
her denunciation of the monstrous 
inhumanity and demanded that the 
true followers of Mohammed be not 
abandoned to the cruelty of black 
slaves. Her plea caught the ear of . 
the arbitrary wretch, and by a 
sudden veer of whimsicality, he or- 
dered everyone of his 4,000 negroes 
to. be put to death. This command 
of mercy and cruelty having reach- 
ed the ears oi Saffah the caliph was 
so incensed that he deprived Yahya 
of his command, ordered his impris- 
onment, and bitterly reproached 
him. for his leniency toward the fe- 
males of a pestilent Ommeyyad city. 


The darkest stain on the blood- 


red record of Saffah is his murder of 
Abu Salma, the man who was most 
of all responsible for his elevation 
to the caliphate. 
The ungrateful 


and despicable youth conceived a 
reasonless but intense jealousy of 
the great general, and determined 
to compass his death. He dared not 
order his execution, but he invited 
hi.i, to the capital, sending criers to 
go forth into the streets proclaim- 
ing Abu Salma as "the man whom 
the caliph delightelh to honor.'' The 
aged warrior was lavishly entertain- 
ed by Saffah, but, as he was depart- 
ing from the palace gates, he was 
stricken 
rlcad with a score of 


wounds by the men posted by the ty- 
rant. 
Saffah disclaimed blame for 


the murder, but all the Moslem 
world 
placed the 
responsibility 


where it belonged. Perhaps it was 
well for Saffah that shortly there- 
after ho. sickened and died. 


Saffah's 
chicfest trait was im- 


measurable vanity. For hours each 
day he v.-ould stand before his mir- 
ror, devotedly admiring his own 
beauty. His wardrobe was so colos- 
sal that the annalists devote masses 
of parchment to a description of the 
wonderful raiment he left when he 
was gathered to his fathers. He was 
possessed of no redeeming qualities. 
His reign of five years is marked 
by nothing accomplished toward the 
advancement of Islam, nothing done 
to forward the progress of civiliza- 
tion v.-bich at that timo was almost 
wholly 
in 
Mohamniedan keeping. 


Insatiate cruelty and frantic blood- 
thirstiness alone make Saffah mem- 
orable.

Plants of Syria. 


Syria in spring time is a paradise

It is this that has prompted the 


Travelers Aid'and other organiza- 
tions.to have representatives in tho 
railway stations and boat landings. 


Members of these organizations 


figure that more girls leave their 
home after having been betrayed by 
men than for any other reason. And 
they say that these girls are from all 
stations o£ life, from the wealthiest 
to the poorest. Some of them wish 
to hide their shame irom their-home 
folks, others are so miserable that 
they leave in hopes that something 
will happen to make them forget. 
Some of them are so fortunate as to 
come within the pale .of a Rescue 
Home of the Salvation Army, the Y. 
W. C. A., or some of the other or- 
ganizations, and there they are soon 
Jnduced to tell where they came 
rom and when leased from the

ihey return to their parents.

go all right But it doesn't go right 


* all the time. The agents of those or- 
ganizations are on the watch for 
these girls, and when they nnd one 
of them without friends or a posi- 
tion she is taken to the Y. TO C. A, 
until both a good home and position 
are found for her. 


Mrs. Minna D. Fairchild, one of 


the Travelers Aid agents, stationed 
in the B. & 0. station, Cleveland, 0., 
perhaps does as much good Jn^this 
line as any of the other represen- 
tatives. Many of the cases coming 
up for her attention are those of 
foreign girls who can speak no Eng- 
lish, and who come in at this station. 
Several weeks ago Mrs. Fairchild 
saw sitting, in the waiting room a 
young girl of foreign parentage. She 
was ill, hungry, and crying when 
Mrs. Fairchild approached her and 
asked if she could do anything. 


The girl could not understand, so 


an interpreter was called and Mrs. 
Fairchild heard a story of how. she 
had come to this country to marry a 
man who betrayed her and deserted 
her before marriage, and who had 
driven her from Youngstown. The' 
girl was without funds, and knew 
no one in this city. She was taken 
to the 'Y. "ttr. C. A. where she was 
taught enough of the English lan- 
guage to enable her to get along, nnd 
a good position was obtained for 
her. 


Mrs. Fairchild found another for- 


eign girl in this station one morn- 
ing in company with a woman, who 
was attempting to induce the girl 
to go with her. It developed that 
the girl bad run 
away from her 


brother's 
home in a small Ohio 


town. 
Mrs. Faircbild 
was com- 


pelled to threaten the older woman 
before she succeeded in getting the 
girl to come with her.

0. station. They were all afflicted 
witfc .bad coughs, and were thinly- 
clad. This family'was on its way 
to Lorain, but had no more funds, 
was hungry and ill. The Associated 
Charities was called on, the unfor- 
tunates were given medical atten- 
tion, warm clothing and sent on to 
their destination. 


And there come times in the dai- 


ly routine of these agents where they 
have to assert their authority. One 
of these instances occurred several 
weeks ago after Mrs. Fairchild found 
three Eoumanian girls in the statlou 
who knew nothing of the city and 
who wanted to get to a certain ad- 
dress. Mrs. Fairchild gladly agreed 
to accompany them. While on the 
street car a man on the opposite 
seat started to converse with one of 
the girls In her own language. 


Mrs. Fairchild commanded him to 


stop. He was in the act of taking 
the girls' address when Mrs. Fair- 
child appealed to the conductor. The 
man asserted that he was the girl's 
brother but was ejected. 
This il- 


lustrates one of the many dangers 
girls traveling alone must face in 
a large city. 
~"~ 


One day Mrs. Fairchild noticed a 


pretty sixteen-year-old 
American 


girl walking: nervously up and down 
in the station, apparently 
greatly 


worried. Mrs. Fairchild's inquiry as 
to where she was going and whether 
she needed help brought forth an 
answer that she was waiting for a 
man who was to have come from 
Detroit, meet her and take ber back 
with him, where they were to be 
married. No man appeared and Mrs- 
.Faircbild approached the girl again 
and learned that she was from a 
small Ohio town and was going to 
elope 
with the man, a traveling 


salesman whom she had met in her 
town some time ago and corres- 
ponded with since. In the meantime, 
the parents of the girl had wired 
Cleveland police. The police in turn 
notified all agents of these organiza- 
tions, and in this way the girl was 
sent back to her home and parents. 


And day after day, night after 


night these women remain, at their 
posts in the railway stations helping 
where help is most needed, their du- 
ties ranging from carrying parcels 
for tired girls and women to saving 
lives. And they do it with little or 
no bluster. 


It was oue of the coldest days last 


winter wben Mrs- Fairchild savr an 
immigrant woman and three little 
children get off a train in the B. 


These organizations have placed 


In railway stations - all over the 
country warnings to girls, but per- 
haps the best notice of this Kind Is 


the one that faces girls as soon as 
they leave the trains in, the London 
stations which Is: 


Forewarned and Forearmed* 


I—Girls should never speak to 


strangers, either men or women, in 
the streets, shops, In stations, in 
lonely country roads or in places of 
amusement 


2—Girls should never aak the way 


of any. but officials on duty, such as 
policemen, railway officials or post- 
men. 
3—Girls should never loiter or 
stand about alone in the street and 
if accosted by a stranger (whether 
man or woman) should walk as 
quickly as possible to the nearest 
policeman. 


4—Girls should never stay to help 


•a woman who apparently faints at 
their feet in the street but should 
immediately call a policeman to her 
aid,5—Girls should never accept a 
Invitation to join a Sunday school or 
Bible class given them by strangers, 
even if they are wearing the dress 
of a sister or nun, or are in clerical 
garb. 


6—Girls should never accept a lilt 


offered by a stranger in a motor, 
taxi-cab or vehicle of any descrip- 
tion. 


7—Girls should never go to an ad- 


dress given them by a stranger or 
enter any house, restaurant or place 
of amusement on the invitation of a 
stranger. 


S—Girls should never go with a 
stranger (even if dressed as a hos- 
pital nurse) or believe stories of 
their relations having suffered from 
an accident or being taken suddenly 
ill. as this is a common device to 
kidnap girls. 


9—Girls should

sweets, food, a glass of water, or 
smell

Th* manufacturer who keeps 
his machinery In constant use has a 
more accurate basis to figure up in 
buying labor-aavlng machinery than 
the farmer whose machinery must 11* 
idl* many months during th* year. 


The co*t of many labor-saving ma- 


chine* Is so great that It precludes 
their use on the farm -where they be 
used only a few days during the year. 


For example, suppose I perfect a 


machine at a coet of $10,000 that will 
transplant ten acres of b«rry plants 
In a day. 


Will It be worth J10.000? Certainly 


not. but why not? 
The cost Is so 


great that the machine will not prove 
an economic utility. 


.On the other hand, suppose I per- 


fect a similar machine at a cost of 
J200. Will It b« worth the 1300? Yes 
It will, providing, of course, that the 
owner is an extensive berry grower 
and hw difficulty in hiring good help 
when U Is needed.

The modern manure spreader Is 


built BO as to give It capacity for a 
largo load and unless the land 13 dry 
and level it is best to attach three or 
four horses to facilitate the work. 


The IUKS on the wheels five traction 


enough to carry a load and spread it, 
even when the land IB very rough 
and uneven. 
When buying a ma- 


chine notice how strong it is built 
at certain places where the wear is 
greatest when In operation. 


It should distribute all kinds of 


manure evenly and spread the same 
quantity on the outside as In the center 
of the space that is being covered. 


This is a point of great Importance 


and ahould bo carefully Investigated 
when buying a machine. 


The value of the farm separator to 


the private dairyman has long pasaed 
the experimental stage. 
Experience 


and experiments show that it Is an 
Improvement OTer the gravity system 
of gathering cream. 


The separator remo*w« th* cream 


closely when other methods fall. It 
saves labor and enhance* the quality 
of both the product and the by-prod- 
ucts, besides making It poadble for 
many farmers to k««p cow* and pat- 
ronize a centralized creamery who 
otherwise would be compelled to gtre 
up the dairy business. 


It is generally conceded that th* 


milk from eight cows separated with 
a separator will yield as muah butter 
fat 03 the milk from nine or ten 
equally good cows If the milk U 
handled by a system of pans or gravity 
gathering of the cream. 


It simplifies the work. Improves the' 


quality of the butter and gives us the 
skim mJJlc when sweet and warm to 
feed to the calves, which alone should 
commend the use of the separator on 
even* farm where calvea are raised to 
replace tho cows. 


When buying a machine, not* care- 


fully its capacity for doing good work 


When separating the. milk It Is best 


, to h»ve the temperature at about 60 
I or 70 degrees, aa this'gives the butter i 
is. better grain thaa having it heated 


o a. higher temperature. 


An important point in making good 


butter la to have thick, rich cream 
or it will churn more rapidly and 
eave less ftt in the buttermilk and 
he work can be dome at a lower tem- 
perature.

The survey idea Interests teacher 


and pupils In the land and geography 
of their school district, In its local his- 
tory and government, in the present 
type of farming and In the social 
forces at work among the people. 


This local study Is good for the 


teacher, for frequently, in fact all too 
frequently, the teacher is a stranger 
In a strange land, and In order to do 
her very best for the school, she ought 
to be acquainted with local conditions. 
If the school district survey Is made 
a part of the course' of study In every 
school In the country, then the teacher 
is forced to know her community' from 
end to end, home by home. 


For tho past two years every country 


school In Sank county, Wls., has been 
making an annual survey of Its school 
district. The following report of the 
surveys will prove Interesting reading. 


Survey, reports received 
by 
the 


county superintendent from the teach- 
ers of the county for the year 1012-13 
shq.iy.ed 440 silos, 27 creameries, 35 
cheese factories, 25 rural social or- 
ganizations, and 750 acres of alfalfa 
being grown by 250 farmers. There 
were". 20 Babcock milk testers in 
schools and 100 schools made car tests 
of seed corn In connection with their 
work in agriculture. 
From socials 


and entertainments $2.500 was raised 
to be used for the purchase of pic- 
: tures, organs, and 'Various, other arti- 


cles of school equipment. 


Ducka, both old and young, should 


have a. dry comfortable place to stay 
in at night. If forced to sit on the 
damp ground they are liable to take 
cramps and cold in the head.

latter Is almost certain to turn to roup. 


Provide suitable houses if you wish 


,o be successful. Tho houses need not 
bo very expensive but they should b« 
substantial so that they may be used 
for the same purpose several yean in 
iuccesslon. 


There Is usually some shed or build- 


ing that can be converted into a duck 
liouse tit small expense. Whera only 
a small flock is kept this plan is ad- 
visable. 


If the roof Is good the rest is easy. 


It the weather boarding is not suffi- 
ciently close to keep out draughts In 
cold weather, cover the outside with 
tarred paper or etrip with lath. 


A board floor Is better than an c'.rth 


floor because the ducks will often stir 
up the ground in. a very disagreeable 
manner where there is the least sign 
of moisture. 


In cold weather ducks should be 


kept In the house because their feet 
are so tender that when they coma In 
contact with the cold ground they 
suffer greatly and hobble along as 
though their backs were broken. How- 
ever, they should not be kept housed 
more than is really necessary.

Good lubricating oil is another Im- 
portant essential. 
No machine can 


give its. best service, unless it is prop- 
erly cared for and housed. 


The owner of a well equipped stock

The Yorkshire and 


Tamworth breeds best Illustrate thli 
type. These are of British origin. and 
have been developed on nitrogenous 
rations mainly composed of grains, 
grasses and dairy product*. 


Comparative experiments show that 


all breeds do about equally well -under 
similar conditions and, for feed con- 
sumed, usually make about the sun* 
Increase in live weight and growth. 
The bacon hog, however, dresses but 
rom 70 to 75 per cent net of hi* 
gross weight. The lard hog, on th* 
other hand, dresses from 80 to 86 per 
cent.

Normally, 


ifter the plant sends up flower stems. 
In the spring, runners do not begin 
to form to any great extent before 
the end of tho fruiting season. How- 
ever, by removing the fruit stems 
early In the season, runners will be- 
gin to form earlier. 
Some growers 


remove the fruit stems In this way 
from young plants that have been set 
in the spring in order to hasten the 
beginning of runner formation. The 
results Indicate that the practice Is a 
rood one.

flour with salt and it will absorb the 
moisture and prevent sticking in damp 
weather. 


Add a few grains ot rice to the salt 


In a shaker and it will absorb a large 
part of the moisture. 


The disadvantages 
of these two 


methods are plainly obvious. If the 
cornstarch or flour is used the saline 
qualities of the salt are greatly les- 
sened. The rice only 'absorbs the 
moisture to a certain extent and keeps 
the salt but moderately dry. 


The salt may be dried in the oven 


but here again care must be taken 
to permit it to become thoroughly coo 
before filling the shakers else it Is 
likely to lump. 


However, the busy 
manufacturer 


has come to the housewife's aid with 
several devices, which are without 
doubt a considerable Improvement 


One of these little containers has a 


little grinder, which will loosen the 
salt when the crank i* turned and 
cause It to be sifted out whether there 
is moisture in it or not. Because the 
perforations are

when the 


grinder is not in operation it is very 
easy to keep the salt free from moist- 
ure. 


Another convenience is a shaker 


with a double lid. The inner lid is the 
same as tho lid of any ordinary shak- 
er, while the outer lid fits over this 
top and has small raised projections 
that penetrate into the openings on 
top of the shaker. This prevents the 
salt collecting in the holes, and as it 
fits so compactly into the under lid 
there is little likelihood of moisture 
entering unless the salt is damp when 
placed in the shaker.
